RWANDA/ BURUNDI SITREP FOR APRIL 28 
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SITUATION ON THE GROUND: 

RWANDA: EMBASSY FSNS REPORT THAT THERE IS ONLY SPORADIC 
GUNFIRE IN KIGALI AND THAT THE FIGHTING APPEARS TO BE 
MOVING AWAY FROM THE CENTER OF TOWN AND TOWARD THE 
AIRPORT. RWANDAN MILITARY OFFICIALS SAY THE FIGHTING IS 
CONTINUING, BUT AT DIMINISHED LEVELS. (AF/C TELCON WITH 
KIGALI) 
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EMBASSY FSN STAFF WHO HAVE VISITED THE EMBASSY REPORT 
THAT THE EMBASSY HAS NOT/NOT BEEN LOOTED. THE EMBASSY IS 
COMPLETELY IN TACT. THE THREE GUARDS WHO WERE ON DUTY 
WHEN EMBOFFS WERE PLANNING EVACUATION CONVOYS ARE STILL

BURUNDI: BURUNDI REMAINS CALM BUT TENSE. A 20-MINUTE

AF DAS BUSHNELL TELEPHONED RWANDAN MINISTRY OF DEFENSE 
CABINET DIRECTOR COL. BAGASORA TODAY TO URGE AN END TO 
THE KILLINGS. BAGASORA RESPONDED WITH THE PARTY LINE: 
THAT THE RPF OFFENSIVE IS TRIGGERING THE MASSACRES AND 
THAT A CEASE-FIRE IS NEEDED FIRST. DAS BUSHNELL 
CONFRONTED HIM WITH EYEWITNESS ACCOUNTS OF RWANDAN ARMY 
COMPLICITY IN THE KILLINGS, AND SAID THE WORLD DID NOT 
BELIEVE THEIR PARTY LINE. THIS SOBERED HIM UP, AND HE 
PROMISED TO PASS THE MESSAGE TO THE MILITARY LEADERSHIP

MINISTER OF COMMERCE MUGENZI AND MRND POLITICAL PARTY

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LINKING THEM TO RPF MILITARY ACTIONS. THEIR STATEMENT WAS

KIGALI, ALLOWING THEM TO MOVE FREELY ABOUT TOWN. 

ACCORDING TO HOLDERS OF THESE PASSES, THEY ARE BEING
